I  have  received  from  a  correspondent  an  old  lea- 
ther pocket  book  and  note  book. There  is  a  date 
in  the  book, Sep1 t. 17,  1833  and  two  signatures, 
''A.Lincoln  and  Jemima  R.Hill." 

Neither  the  handwriting  nor  the  appearance  of 
the  entries  are  characteristic  of  Lincoln  and  un- 
less there  is  a  Jemima  R.Hill  connected  with  Lin- 
coln during  his  early  years,  I  should  not  give  it 
any  consideration.  Samuel  Hill  was  the  postmaster 
at  Hew  Salem  but  I  find  no  record  of  others. 

If  you  have  any  information  regarding  a  Jemima 
R.Hill  I  shall, of  course, greatly  appreciate  hear- 
ing from  you.  The  book  is  old  without  doubt. 
The  "L"  in  Lincoln  does  not  resemble  any  I  have 
ever  seen  by  him.
